Christ’s Crucifixion 


Friday or 


Wednesday’ 


Was Jesus Really Three Days and Three 
Nights in the Heart of the Earth? 


By Dr. R. A. Torrey,

Matthew, in the twelfth chap- 
ter of his Gospel and the fortieth 
verse, reports Jesus. as Saying: ‘As 
Jonah was three days and three 
nights in the belly of the whale 
(‘sea monster,” A.S.V. margin), 
so shall the Son of man be three 
days and three nights in the heart 
of the earth.” According to the 
commonly accepted tradition of 
the church Jesus was crucified on 
Friday, dying at 3.p.m., or some- 
where between 3 p.m. and sun- 
down, and was raised from the 
‘dead very early in the morning of 
the following Sunday. Many read- 
ers of the Bible are puzzled to 
know how the interval between 
late Friday afternoon and _ early 
Sunday morning can be figured 
out to be Three days and three 
nights. It seems rather to be two 
nights, one day and a very small 
portion of another day. 

The solution of this apparent 
difficulty proposed by many com- 
mentators is that “a day and a 
night” is simply another way of 
saying ‘a day,’ and that the 
ancient Jews reckoned a fraction 
of a day as a whole day, so they 
say there was a part of Friday (a 
very small part), of a day and a 
night; all of Saturday, another 
day, or a day and a night; part of 
Sunday (a very. small. part), 
another day, or a day and a night. 
‘There are many. persons whom 
this solution does not altogether 
satisfy, and the writer is free to 
confess it does not satisfy him at 
all. It seems to him to be a make- 
shift, and a very weak makeshift. 

Is there any solution that is al- 
together satisfactory? There is. 

_ ‘The fi first fact to be noticed in 
* solution is that the 
‘here says or implies 
that Jestna, was crucified and died 
on Friday. Is is said that Jesus 
was crucified on ‘“‘the day before 
the sabbath” (Mark 15:42). As 
the Jewish weekly Sabbath came 
on Saturday, beginning at sunset 
the evening before, the conclusion 
is naturally drawn that as Jesus 
was crucified the day before the 
Sabbath He must have been cruci- 
fied on Friday. But it is a well- 
known fact, to which the Bible 
bears abundant testimony, that 
the Jews had other Sabbaths be- 
side the weekly Sabbath which fell 
on Saturday. The first day of the 
Passover week, no matter upon 
what day of the week it came, 
was always a Sabbath (Exod. 12: 
46; Lev. 23:7; Num. 28:16-18). 
The question therefore arises 
whether the Sabbath that follow- 
ed Christ’s crucifixion was the 
weekly Sabbath (Saturday) or the 
Passover Sabbath, falling on the 
15th of Nisan, which came that 
year on Thursday. Now the Bible

does not leave us to speculate in 
regard to which Sabbath is meant 
in this instance, for John tells us 
in sO many words, in John 19:14, 
that the day on which Jesus“was 
tried and crucified was “the pre- 
paration of the Passover” (A. S. 
V.), that is, it was not the day 
before the weekly Sabbath (Fri- 
day) but it was the day before 
the Passover Sabbath, which came 
that year on Thursday. That is 
to say, the day on which Jesus 
Christ was crucified was Wednes- 
day. 


Jesus Crucified on Wednesday 


John malses this as clear as day. 
The Gospel of/John was written 
later than the other Gospels, and 
scholars have for a long time 
noticed that in various places there 
was an evident intention to cor- 
rect false impressions that one 
might get from reading the other 
Gospels. One of these false im- 
pressions was that Jesus ate the 
Passover with His disciples at the 
regular time of the Passover. To 
correct this false impression John 
clearly states that He ate it the 
evening before, and that He 
Himself died on the cross at the 
very moment the Passover lambs 
were being slain “between the two 
evenings” on the 14th Nisan (Exod. 
12:6, Heb. and A.S.V_ margin). 
God's real Paschal Lamb, Jesus, 
of-whom all other paschal lambs 
offered through the centuries were 
only types, was therefore slain at 
the very time appointed of God. 
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lamb was a picture of (1) He was 
a Lamb without blemish and with- 
out spot (Exod. 12:5). (2) He was 
chosen on the 10th day of Nisan 
(Exod. 12:3), for it was on the 
tenth day of the month, the pre- 
ceding Saturday, that the trium- 
phal entry into Jerusalem was 
made, since they came _ from 
Jericho to Bethany six days before 
the Passover ( Johm 12:1—that 
would be six days before Thurs- 
day, which would be Friday), and 
it was on the next day that the 
entry into Jerusalem was made 
(John 12:12 and following vers- 
es), that is, on Saturday, the 10th 
Nisan. It was also on this same 
day that Judas went to the chief 
priests and offered to betray Jesus 
for thirty pieces of silver (Matt. 
26:6-16; Mark 14:3-11). As it was 
after the supper in the house of 
Simon the leper, and as the sup- 
per occurred late on Friday, that 
is, after sunset, or early on Sat- 
urday, after the supper would 
necessarily be on the 10th Nisan. 
This being the price set on Him 
by the chief priests, it was the 
buying or taking to them of a 
lamb which according to Iaw must 
occur on the 10th Nisan. Further- 
more, they put the exact value 
on the lamb that Old Testament 
prophecy predicted (Matt. 26:15, 
compare Zech. 11:12. (3) Not a 
bone of Him was broken when He 
was killed (John 19:36, compare 
Exod, 12:46; Num, 9:12; Ps. 34: 
20). (4) And He was killed on the 
14th Nisan between the evenings, 
just before the beginning-of the 
15th Nisan at sundown (Exod. 12: 
6, A.S.V., margin). 


If we take just exactly what 
the Bible says, viz., that Jesus was 
slain before the Passover Sabbath, 
the type is marvellously fulfilled 
in every detail, but if we accept 


| the traditional theory that Jesus 


was crucified on Friday, the type 
fails at many points. 3 

Furthermore, if we accept the 
traditional view that Jesus was 
crucified on Friday and ate the 
Passover on the regular day of 
the Passover, then the journey 
from Jericho to Bethany, which 
occurred six days before the Pass- 
over (John 12:1) would fall on a 
Satur day, that is,,the Jewish Sab- 
bath. Such a journey on the Jew- 
ish Sabbath would be contrary to 
the Jewish law. Of course it was 
impossible for Jesus to take such 
a journey on the Jewish Sabbath. 
In’ reality*His triumphal entry into 
Jerusalem was on the Jewish Sab- 
bath, Saturday. This was alto- 
gether possible, for the Bible else- 
where tells us that Bethany was 
a Sabbath day’s journey from 
Jerusalem (Acts 1:12; compare 
Luke 24:50). 

Furthermore, it has been figured 
out by the astronomers that in 
the year 30 A. D., which is the 
commonly accepted year of the 
crucifixion of our Lord, the Pass- 
over was kept on Thursday, April 
6th, the moon being full that day. 
The chronologists who have sup- 
posed that the crucifixion took 
place on Friday have been greatly 
perplexed by this fact that in the 
year 30 A.D., the Passover oc- 
curred on Thursday. One writer, 
in seeking a solution of the diffi- 
culty, suggests that the crucifixion 
may have been inthe year 33 
A.D., for although the full moon 
was on a Thursday that year also, 
yet as it was within two and 


|half hours of Friday, he thinks 


that perhaps the Jews may have 
kept it that day. But when we ac- 
cept exactly what the Bible says, 
namely, that Jesus was not cruci- 
fied on the Passover day but on 
“the preparation of the Passover,” 
and that He was to be three days 
and three nights in the grave, and 
as “the preparation of the Pass- 
over” that year would be Wed- 
nesday and His resurrection early 
on the first day of the week, this 
allows exactly three days and 
three nights in the grave. 
To sum it all up, 


Jesus Died About Sunset 
on Wednesday 


Seventy-two hours later, exactly 
three days and three nights, at the 
beginning of the first day of the 
week (Saturday at sunset), He 
arose again from the grave. When 
the women visited the tomb just 
before dawn next morning, they 
found the grave already empty. So 
we are not driven to any such 
makeshift as that any small por- 
tion of a day iS reckoned as a 
whole day and night, but we find 


that the statement of Jesus was! jy

literally true. Three days and 
three nights His body was dead 
and lay in the sepulchre. While 
His body lay dead, He Himself 
being quickened in the spirit (I 
Pet. 3:18) went into the heart of 
the earth and preached unto the 
spirits which were in prison (I 
Pet, 3:19). 

This supposed difficulty solves 
itself, as do so many other dif- 
ficulties in the Bible, when we 
take the Bible as meaning exactly 
what it says. 

It is sometimes objected against 
the view here advanced that the 
two on the way to Emmaus early 
on the first day of the week (that 
is, Sunday) said to Jesus in speak- 
ing of the crucifixion and events 
accompanying it: “Beside all this, 
today is the third day since these 
things were done” (Luke 24:21), 
and it is said that if the crucifixion 
took place on Wednesday, Sun- 
day would be the fourth day since 
these things were done. But the 
answer iS very simple. These 
things were done just as Thurs- 
day was beginning at sunset on 
Wednesday. They were therefore 
completed on Thursday, and the 
first day since Thursday would be 
Friday, the second day since 
Thursday would be Saturday, 
and “the third day since’ 
Thursday would be Sunday, 
the first day of the week. So the 
supposed objection in reality sup- 
ports the theory. On the other 
hand, if the crucifixion took place 
on Friday, by no manner of reck- 
oning could Sunday be made “the 
third day since’ these things 
were done. 


Many Scriptures Teach This 


There are many passages in 
Scripture that support the theory 
advanced above and make it neces- 
sary to believe that Jesus died late 
on Wednesday. Some of them are 
as follows: “For as Jonas was 
three days and three nights in the 
whale’s belly; so shall the Son 
of man be three days and three 
nights in the heart of the earth” 
(Matt. 12:40). “This fellow said, 
I am able to destroy the temple of 
God, and to build it in three days” 
(Matt. 26:61). “Thou that destroy- 
est the temple, and buildest it in 
three days, save thyself” (Matt. 
27:40). “Sir, we remember that 
that deceiver said, while He was 
yet alive, After three days I will 
rise again’ (Matt. 27:63). “The 
son of man must suffer many 
things .. . and be killed, and after 
three days rise again” (Mark 8: 
31). “They shall kill him, and 
when he is killed, after three 
days He shall rise again” (Mark 
9:31, AS.V.). “They shall scourge 
him, and shall kill him, and after 
three days He shall rise again” 
(Mark 10:34, A.S.V.). “Destroy 
this temple that is made with 
hands, and in three days I will 
build another made without hands” 
(Mark 14:58, A.S.V.). “Ah, thou 
that destroyest the temple, and 
buildest it in three days, Save thy- 
self’! (Mark 15:29, 30). “Beside 
all this, to day is the third day 


‘since these things were done’ 


(Luke 24:21). “Jesus answered 
and said unto them, Destroy this 
temple, and in three days I will 
raise it up. Then said the Jews, 
Forty and six years was this tem- 
ple in building, and wilt thou rear 
it up in three days? But he spake 
of the temple of his body. When 
therefore he was risen from the 
dead, his disciples remembered 
that he had said this... and they 
believed the scripture, and the 
word which Jesus had said” (John 
2 :19-22). 

There is absolutely nothing in 
favor of Friday crucifixion, but 
everything in the Scripture is per- 
fectly harmonized by Wednesday 
crucifixion. It is remarkable how 
many prophetical and typical pas- 
sages of the Old Testament are 
fulfilled and how many seeming 
discrepancies in the Gospel narra- 
tives are straightened out when 
we once come to understand that 
Jesus died on Wednesday and not 
on Friday.

For a good many years—longer 
than I care to tell—I have work- 
ed with Dr. John R. Rice, and 
have never ceased to wonder at 
the miraculous insight he has into 
the Scriptures. It was in 1937, I 
believe, in Dallas, Texas (Dr. Rice 
was pastor of the great Galilean 
Baptist Church—about 1,700 mem- 
bers), when God laid the burden 
upon his heart to make a verse- 
by-verse study of Matthew. THE 
SworD OF THE LORD was a baby 
then—only three years old, with a 
few thousand subscribers. But we 
announced that a Correspondence 
Course in the Gospel of Matthew 
would be available to those who 
wanted to study this course under 
the teaching of Dr. Rice.

But I learned more about the 
Bible during this time than I had 
ever known before. The Bible be- 
came a new Book. My, how those 
who were enrolled in the course 
enjoyed these weekly lessons! 


Some of these same folk have 
begged Dr. Rice to put the course 
in permanent form. For a _ long 
time. they have asked him to do 
so. He wasn’t quite ready, for even 
though he did such a thorough 
job at that time, yet new lessons 
had been learned, and Dr. Rice 
knew that it would take a com- 
plete revision before he was ready 
to put it in permanent book form.

ww. Rice has eaten the Book of 
Matthew. He has digested it, and 
it has become a part of him. It 
reminds me of the time when God 
spoke to Ezekiel, after He had 
handed him a book, and command- 
ed that he eat it. Ezekiel did as 
he was commanded, and the book 
was “in my mouth as honey for 
sweetness.’ I do not know of an- 
other man in this generation who 
has fed on the Word of God as 
has my boss, Dr. John R. Rice. For 
35 years he has given all his time 
and strength to teaching the Bible. 
Thousands, if given the opportun- 
ity; would testify that this com- 
mentary on Matthew now named, 
The King of the Jews, has become 
in the mouth of Dr. Rice “sweet 
as honey.”

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Appelman Concludes 
Successful Campaign 
in Guatemala 


President of Guatemala, Don 
Castillo Armas, granted an au- 
dience in his offices in the Palacio 
Nacional, Guatemala City, to E- 
vangelist Hyman Appelman of 
Kansas City, Missouri, during the 
evangelistic campaign which the 
minister just closed there. Harold 
Van Broekhoven, organizer and 
general chairman of the campaign, 
director of Radio Station TGNA 
of Guatemala City; and Professor 
Gustavo Velasco, Mexico City pub- 
lisher, accompanied Dr. Appelman 
on his visit to see the president. 


The meetings were held in Olym- 
pic City Open Air Theater with 
the special permission of the 
Guatemalan government. Reports 
say crowds ranged from 3,000 to 
7,000 nightly and on Sunday af- 
ternoons, with a 236-voice choir. 
Sponsors for the revival were 40 
evangelical pastors and numerous 
missionaries located in Guatemala 
City. The interpreter was Profes- 
sor Gustavo Velasco, Mexico City 
publisher and author, 

In addition to the services in 
Olympic City Theater, Dr. Appel- 
man preached in 18 of the city 
churches. The campaign report 
reads: “Over 3,000 responded to 
the invitation during the three 
weeks, February 21-March 14, an 
average of 100 per day came for 
conversion and for church mem- 
bership. After much prayer and 
consultation, the local leaders de- 
cided no invitation should be given 
for rededication.” 

The reports further state that 
some of the churches have already 
baptized candidates for church 
membership, with others to be 
baptized later. 

Harold Van Broekhoven made 
the following statement: “In all 
the years I have been in Guate- 
mala, this is the greatest spirit- 
ual experience that any of us have 
ever had. This is the answer to 
the prayers of the missionaries, 
of the pastors, of the Christian 
leaders. Hyman Appelman has left 
an indelible impression on Guate~ 
mala. We have never seen such 
splendid cooperation on the part of 
the evangelical churches. The pas- 
tors, as a whole, threw themselves 
entirely into the campaign, com- 
ing night after night. Nothing 
stopped the crowds, neither the 
cold winds in the open air, nor 
anything else. We are all sure that 
this is the beginning of days, 
spiritually and evangelistically, for 
the work of the Lord in Guate- 
mala City,: perhaps in the entire 
Republic.” 

In addition to tonversions, the 
campaign had -ether interesting 
results. As in Latin America, there 
is always the problem of people 
living together outside the mar- 
riage vows, the evangelist in serv- 
ice after service urged that these 
couples discuss the matter’ with 
ministers who were participating 
in the campaign. As a result, many 
have sought out the various evan- 
gelical pastors and have made ar- 
rangements for civil and religious 
marriage ceremonies. 


The Guatemalan people are very 
generous in their giving, but many 
of them have means so pitifully 
small that their very liberality 
touches the heart. 


Because finances are so limited, 
Dr. Appelman gave his time with- 
out remuneration, paying his own 
plane fare and expenses as well as 
providing for the salary of the 
interpreter. The _ participating 
churches desired to care for the 
local expenses of the campaign 
and did so for the most part. 


Appelman has been urged by the 
Evangelical leaders of a number 
of the Latin American countries 
to devote an entire year to Mexico, 
where he has held several meet- 
ings, to Central America and to 
South America. The pressure of 
engagements in the United States 
prohibits that plan at present, but 
preparations are being made for 
return visits to those countries in 
which campaigns have already 
been held, and to new countries 
at a later date. /

Results of Survey by 


Follow-Up Department 


of 1954 


London 


Greater 
Crusade 


Announced 


Mr. Lorne Sanny, a member of the Billy Graham Evan- 
gelistic Team, and Director of Follow-up for the 1954 Greater 
London Crusade, made available this week the results of the 
nine-month survey of the recorded decisions for Christ which 
occurred during the Crusade in London last year. 


Mr. Sanny pointed out that “The 
results of the survey as indicated 
in the completed statistics have 
been obtained from replies which 
have come into our office from 
more than 2,500 London area min- 
isters.”’ 

The results of the survey follow 
in itemized order. 

1. The total number of persons 
who made a recorded decision for 
Christ during the Crusade, and 
who were enrolled in the follow- 
up programme of the Crusade, 
was 34,661. 

2.The total number of persons 
reported on in replies from the 
various ministers to whom they 
were referred was 26,572, or 76.5 
per cent of the total. Of this num- 
ber, 23,595 persons were reported 
to have been contacted by the 
ministers, while 2,977 admittedly 
had not been contacted by the 
ministers. ; 

3.Of those persons contacted 
by the ministers, a_ total of 
£0,350 were reported to be regu- 
larly attending Church, and an ad- 
ditional 2,209 were reported as in- 
tending to attend Church regular- 
ly, giving a total of 22,559, or 
96% who are either attending 
Church regularly, or intending to 
do so. A total of 1,036 or 4%, in- 
dicated that they were not at- 
tending Church, and did not in- 
tend to do so. 

4. In a total of 18,216 instances, 


or 77% of the total replies, the 
ministers indicated that they a- 
greed with the nature of the de- 
cision as indicated on the card 
sent to them. In 1,601 instances, or 
7% of the total, the ministers in- 
dicated that they disagreed with 
the nature of the decision. In the 
remaining 3,778 instances, or 16% 
of the total, no comment was 
made by the ministers on this par- 
ticular point. 


Under this heading it may be 
noted that the decisions as record- 
ed indicated that in approximate- 
ly 75% of the instances, the indi- 
vidual was making his first com- 
mittment to Jesus Christ for his 
salvation; further that in approxi- 
mately 60% of the instances, the 
individuals had not previously 
been a member of any Church. 

In announcing the result of the 
survey, Mr. Sanny also pointed out 
that “A great many of the de- 
cisions were made by individuals 
living well outside the Greater 
London area. It has been most 
difficult to maintain a close link 
with ministers removed such a dis- 
tance from the office, and this 
in part accounts for the fact that 
we do not have a minister’s re- 
port on approximately 24% of the 
individuals who made decisions 
during the Greater London Cru- 
sade of 1954.”

see Temple Schools and Highland 
Park Baptist Church utterly dis- 
regarded the fact that the High- 
Jand Park Baptist Church was, be- 
yond question, sound in doctrine. 

4. The attack utterly disregard- 
ed the fact that Highland Park 
Baptist Church baptizes over 1,250 
converts per year, and has been, 
for at least eight years, the most 
successful soul-winning church in 
the Southern Baptist Convention.

6. No, the complaint is not about 
the soundness in doctrine of the 
church, the liberal missionary giv- 
ing, the wonderful work of soul 
winning carried on, of the training 
of hundreds of soul winners in the 
schools. The complaint is simply 
that the church does not give all 
of its gifts through the Southern 
Baptist Convention Co-operative 
Program! The issue is not Christ 
or the Bible or, soul winning or 
Baptist orthodoxy. It is simply a 
denominational program which 
some men would impose on the 
churches without the churches’ 
consent. 


The Editor Recommends 
Every Church Designate 
Its Funds 


In that editorial article of March 
11, this editor said, “We believe 
that honest, Bible-believing South- 
ern Baptists must turn their backs 
on the Co-operative Program. 
Everybody who gives/a dime to the 
Co-operative Program is not only 
supporting modernism at some of 


the seminaries and colleges, but is 
helping to build a Romish priest- 
craft which will take away the 
liberties of the people, which will 
stop the mouths of preachers, and 
Which will coerce ministerial stu- 
dents and will browbeat indepen- 
dent-minded Christians.” 

We said further: “It is a free- 
born right of every American citi- 
zen to support what he feels ~is 
right to support and to withdraw 
support from everything that he 
thinks is evil.” 

Southern Baptist churches can 
give money aindesignated through 
the Southern Baptist Co-operative 
Program, which means that it will 
be distributed on a pre-arranged 
basis already determined by the 
leaders, or they can designate to 
any Southern Baptist cause, or to 
any cause outside the convention 
as they please. And we are urging 
that every individual Christian 
give only after prayerful investiga- 
tion and give to causes they know 
will please God. Christians should 
not leave it to denominational 
leaders to decide where their gifts 
will go. Certainly Christians 


should not endorse a blanket pro- 


gram, Which includes some mod- 
ernism, and should never be guilty 
of blind denominational loyalty 
which amounts to idolatry. Every 
Baptist, just like everybody else, 
ought to do his giving to please 
and honor Jesus Christ.

I did not 
through THE Sworp OF THE LorRD

by requesting and instructing Bap- 
tists to refuse to support the mis- 
sionary program of Southern Bap- 
tists.” | 

First, I did not try to destroy 
the churches. How would it de- 
stroy a church for that church to 
designate its funds, giving only to 
sound causes? Rather, I am trying 
to save the independence and spir- 
itual life of the churches according 
to historic Baptist convictions, and 
according to the New Testament 
plan of independent local churches. 

Second, I am not trying “‘to de- 
stroy ... the Southern Baptist 
Convention.” How would it destroy 
the Southern Baptist Convention 
if a few leaders had to revise their 
plans in accordance with the will 
of the people, because the people 
put their support on things.that 
are sound and withhold their sup- 
port from things that are un- 
sound? 

Our Brother Baucom co-oper- 
ates with the Southern Baptist 
Convention, and ‘yet he seems un- 
aware that last year in his state of 
North Carolina nearly as much 
money -went to south-wide causes 
of Southern Baptists, designated 


for particular causes, as went 
through the Co-operative Pro- 
eram! According to the 1954 


Southern Baptist Annual, in 1953 
North Carolina Baptists gave 
$768,029.66 through the Southern 
Baptist Co-operative Program. But 
Baptists from the same state gave 
$558,428.28 -to south-wide causes 
of the Southern Baptist Conven- 
tion in designated amounts, not 
through the Co-operative Program, 
specifically saying where it must 
go! 

The Baptists of Texas gave more 
than twice as much in 1953 to 
Southern Baptist Southwide caus- 
es than any other state, a total of 
approximately three and a half 
million dollars. But of this amount 
MORE THAN HALF, EXACTLY 
$1,764,209.67, WAS DESIGNATED 
AND WAS NOT GIVEN AS A 
PART OF THE CO-OPERATIVE 
PROGRAM! 


Far more than a third of the 
total gifts of Southern Baptist 
churches to denominational causes 
were designated in 1953, according 
to page 97 of the Southern Baptist 
Convention Annual for 1954. 


Again, our Brother Baucom did 
not read carefully when he says 
that I am “requesting and _ in- 
structing Baptists to retuse to sup- 
port the missionary program of 
Southern Baptists.” I am for the 
support of real missionary pro- 
grams. I am not for the support of 
any modernism, under any circum- 
stance. And I simply insist that 
every church must decide what 
missionary program it wants to 
Support and give as much as it 
feels led of God to give to that 
particular missionary program. 

‘Would it kill the missionary pro- 
gram of Southern Baptists if every 
Baptist prayed more about his 
giving, and gave only as the Holy 
Spirit leads? Would it kill the mis- 
sionary program of Southern Bap- 
tists if every Christian set up the 
highest kind of standards and gave 
then to get the best results for 
Christ? Why would not everybody 
be glad for Christ’s program to 
succeed, even if some denomina- 
tional bosses and leaders did not 
get their way with the people’s 
money? I maintain that no good 
missionary program will suffer by 
having people pray for leadership 
and give as God leads, 

And why should any one-try to 
kill the missionary program of the 
Highland Park Baptist Church? 
Why not get excited about that? 


Pastor Defends Baptist 
Freedom 


Many will be interested, we, 
think, in the following letter by 
Rev. Edsel Roberts, pastor “of 
Northside Baptist Church, Albu- 
querque, New Mexico.

“Dear Brother: 

“T read your article in last 
week’s paper about Lee Roberson 
and the stand which was taken 
against him for standing for scrip- 
tural and Baptist rights. I am in 
wholehearted agreement with your 
article. 


“More and more men across the 
Southern Baptist Convention are 
falling in line with the philosophy 
that the support of the Co-opera-

ing last year a new section was 
added under Article II of the by- 
laws, an article which deals with 
‘Membership.’ This article on page 
7 of the Minutes of the Central 
Baptist Association of New Mexico, 
Inc., reads as follows: 

‘Section 1. Membership in this 
corporation shall be composed of 
messengers elected by regular 
Baptist churches that are in har- 
mony and cooperation with the 
Central Baptist Association, the 
Baptist Convention of New Mex- 
ico, the Southern Baptist Con- 
vention and their causes.’ 
“This is the first half of section 

1 which was added last year. As 
you can plainly see, this will at 
any time make it possible for the 
association to refuse to seat the 
messengers from those churches 
who do not see fit to support any 
given project or program set forth 
by any agency of the Convention. 
Any messenger who personally re- 
fuses to go along with these causes 
can be refused as a messenger and 
thereby effectively silenced. An- 
other committee has been appoint- 
ed to bring to the 1955 association 
recommendations which will spell 
out even more definitely the quali- 
fications for membership. 

“I feel that my liberty as a 
Christian, a Baptist, and an Ameri- 
can gives me the inherent right 
both to be heard and to disagree. 
May God’s grace and truth be ex- 
alted.

Christian’s conscience; or other 
great historic Baptist principles 
and Bible principles. 

Let the discussion go on. And 
meantime, let every honest Chris- 
tian remember that it is a sin, in 
the sight of God, to support mod- 
ernism in any form, or to give up 
the right of giving only where and 
how the Lord Himself definitely 
leads, to causes that are true to 
Christ. To give up one’s rights to 
decide this matter is to be untrue 
to Christ and the Bible. Let every 
Christian remember that “the 
tithe is the Lord’s.”’ It does not be- 
long to the denomination. It does 
not belong to the pastor. It does 
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not belong to the church treasury. 
It belongs to the Lord; and the 
individual Christian must give ac- 
count to God as to where he puts 
the Lord’s money.

ture which forms our text: ‘For 
what is a man profited, if he shall 
gain the whole world, and lose 
his own soul? or what shall a man 
give in exchange for his soul?” 


These words of Jesus suggest a 
single proposal, but embrace both 
time and eternity in their impli- 
cations. They comprehend the 
ambitions and pursuits of all hu- 
mankind. We do well to ponder 
them seriously. 


“What shall a man give in ex- 
change for his soul?” This ques- 
tion clearly indicates that every 
man has a soul. Perhaps it would 
be more correct to say that every 
man is a soul. As the word is used 
in this connection it refers, of 
course, to the personality that en- 
dures through eternity. Our bodies 
are but the earthly tents in which 
we live and move and have our 
being. 


~ “How can we prove the existence 


of the soul? Jesus’ own question 
answers this one. He would not 
have been guilty of discussing the 
possibility of the loss of a soul if 
the soul’s existence were not a 
reality. His question was based 
upon fact. 

The words of Jesus are support- 
ed by our own intuitions. There is 
a universal belief among men that 
there is something within man 
that does not die with the decay 
of the body. The claim is made 
that there are no atheists among 


..— a poran clans. The American In-

rat, believing that his spirit lives 
on, was prepared for the Happy 
ttunting Ground by having his 
weapons, his canoe, food and extra 
clothing buried with him. 

The ancient Egyptian Pharaohs 
were confident that life did not 
end with the death of the body. 
Those who have excavated their 
graves, the pyramids, have found 
in them treasures of indetermin- 
able value. Failing to understand 
how to prepare the soul for eternal 
existence, the Egyptians embalmed 
the bodies of the dead. They be- 
lieved that these bodies would be 
needed in subsequent incarnations. 
It was this belief that added to 
the gravity of Moses’ crime when 
he slew the Egyptian taskmaster 
and buried his body in the sand. 
By thus disposing of the body he 
offended the Egyptian religious 
customs. They believed in im- 
mortality. 

Yes, every man has life and is 
a soul. Both Jesus’ words, the tes- 
timony of heathen nations, and our 
own intuitions prove that we’ all 
are possessed of immortal, never- 
dying souls. The investment and 
destiny of the soul is a personal 
responsibility. 

“What shall it profit a man, if 
he shall gain the whole world, 
and lose his own soul?” (Mark 8: 
36). This question further indi- 
cates that a man may lose his 
soul. To be lost is one of the in- 
herent possibilities of the soul. A 
man may barter his soul. He may 
ignore or neglect eternal consid- 
erations and exchange eternal fel- 
lowship with God for commodities 
of lesser value. 


Men Barter the Soul 
for Wealth 


In the last analysis the aspira- 
tions of men are for one of two 
things: either to gain the world 
or at least as much of it as they 
are capable; or to invest their 
lives for their fellow men and for 
God, 

D. L. Moody said that pleasure, 
profit and preferment are the 
wicked man’s trinity and his car- 
nal self is these in unity. Certain- 
ly, it is for one or more of this 
triursvirate that souls are barter- 
ed. 

We consider profit first because 


money is so often used to obtain 
fame or pleasure. People often 
buy political power, earthly pleas- 


ures or positions of honor; but 
they cannot buy happiness; they 
cannot purchase salvation; they 


cannot earn Heaven. AS someone 
has said, 

“Money will buy 
Amusement, but not happiness; 
A bed, but not sleep; 

Books, but not brains; 

Food, but not an appetite; 
Finery, but not beauty; 

A house, but not a home; 
Medicine, but not health; 
Luxuries, but not culture; 

A crucifix, but not a Saviour; 

A church pew, but not Heaven.” 

Our American people are a great 
people for profit and loss. Espe- 
cially are we interested in profits. 
The profit motive looms large in 
our economy. If only we would 
carry into the spiritual realm that 
which is sO prominent in our 
material considerations. Let us 
make an honest attempt to con- 
sider the value of the individual 
soul and the comparative worth 
of those things for which souls 
are exchanged. How important to 
God is the eternal destiny of a 
single soul! Is it important to you? 

Many are the souls that have 
been lost because of the lust for 
property. Demas was not the only 
man to turn aside to this present 
evil world. Typical of the exper- 
ience of many was that related by 
Tolstoy of the: Russian farmer, 
Paholk, who decided to try his 
luck among the far-off Bashkirs. | 
In arranging to purchase land, he 
was told by their chieftain, 
“Choose whatever land you like. 
The price will be one thousand 
rubles.”” The amount of land was 
determined to be all that Paholk 
could encircle on foot in a single 
day. If he failed to return to the 
starting point by sunset he would 
forfeit both the land and the 
money. 

Paholk started out the next 
morning just as the first silver 
rays of the morning sun _ shot 
across the eastern sky. The air 
was cool and he made marvelous 
progress as he ran through the 
lush grass of a broad meadow. As 
he dug a hole in the sod to mark 
his path, he looked ahead to see 
a heavy growth of timber and he 
said, “This too shall be mine.” 
Beyond the wooded area was a 
fine expanse of prairie land and 
he thought of how his plow would 
soon turn that black loam.

pathetic is our struggle fo

Some years ago Eastman, the 
world’s greatest manufacturer of 
cameras, walked into his office, 
closed the door and shot himself. 
Behind him he left a note to this 
effect: “All my life I have worked 
to accumulate a large fortune. I 
have reached my goal. I see noth- 
ing more to live for.’ Mr. East- 
man’s goal was not high enough. 


God indicates that life should 
mean more than the mere accumu- 
lation of a vast fortune. Jesus 
argued that the soul of a man is 
worth more than all the posses- 
sions and profits of the whole 
world. None can dispute that 
Jesus Christ certainly knew the 
value of the world. He made it. 
He can tell at a glance the worth 
of the miles of Kansan or Alber- 
tan wheat fields, of the acres of 
South African diamonds, of the 
lakes of Iranian petroleum. 
Whether it be gold fields of Alas- 
ka, the iron mines of Minnesota or 
Sweden, the copper pits of Ari- 
zona, He knows where the world’s 
hidden treasures lie. Yet in the 
face of this fabulous knowledge, 
He rejected Satan’s offer of all the 
kingdoms of this world. Why did 
He do it? It was because He con- 
sidered your soul and mine to be of 
greater value. Had He accepted 
Satan’s proposition and bargained 
for the world, the souls of all man- 
kind would be doomed. Jesus said 
that the whole world was not to be 
compared in value with a single 
life. Wealth has never been able to 
purchase peace of soul. 


How Often the Soul Is 
Bartered for Pleasure! 


Likewise, Jesus knew that all 
the pleasures of the world are 
not worth the barter of the soul. 
Among the writings of Greek an- 
tiquity, the story of Epictitus is 
a great treasure. An _ ex-slave, 
lame, utterly poor in material pos- 
sessions, he was by no means desti- 
tute of spiritual values, His con- 
tribution to philosophical litera- 
ture has endured. Recall his 
words: “In every feast remember 
that there are two guests to be 
entertained, the body and the soul; 


S|and that what you give the body 


you presently lose; but what you 
give the soul remains forever.” 
Dean Harold Lynn Hough said, 
“Only the spiritual does not wear 
out.”’ The pleasures of this world, 
whether they be the indulgences 
of the flesh or the enjoyment of 
cultural pursuits are fleeting and 
temporal. The Word of God says 
that at God’s right hand there 
are pleasures forevermore. World- 
ly pleasures are like the fabled 
apples of the Dead Sea. They were 
beautiful to behold but crumbled 
to ashes in the grasp of the hand.

But this idea is inherent in all 
the promises throughout the Bible 
about prayer. For example, in 
Mark 11:24 Jesus said, 

“What things soever ye desire, 
when ye pray, believe that ye re- 


truths in this promise, but note 
that Jesus certainly meant that a 
Christian ought to have certain 
definite desires in his mind when 
he prays and then ought to be 
able to trust God and get exactly 
those things from God which he 


of God in the Bible knew exactly 
what they wanted, and insisted 
upon it and got it! 

I am reminded of Gideon, who 
prayed thus,

How refreshing is the beautiful 
story told in Genesis, chapter 24, 
of the old servant of Abraham who 
was sent back to the land of Ur to 
get a bride for Isaac. Verses 12 to 
14 give us his prayer as follows: 

“And he said, O Lord God of 
my master Abraham, I pray thee, 
send me good speed this day, and 
shew kindness unto my master 
Abraham. Behold, I stand here by 
the well of water; and the daugh- 
ters of the men of the city come 
out to draw water: and let it come 
to pass, that the damsel to whom 
I shall say, Let down thy pitcher, 
I pray thee, that I may drink; and 
she shall say, Drink and TI will 
give thy camels drink also: let the 
same be she that thou hast ap- 
pointed for thy servant Isaac; and 


Isn’t that a definite prayer? He 
asked that God would. send to 
him: the very girl He wanted to 
be a bride for Isaac. He even gives 
the very sentence she is to Say, 
“Drink, and I will give thy camels 
drink also.”,. And while he was 
yet speaking, we are told, Rebekah 
came out, gave him water and of- 
fered to water all his camels; and 
succeeding events proved she was 
God’s answer to his prayer and to 
Abraham’s prayer. And if men and 
women should pray as definitely 
about mates today, in the same 
spirit, no doubt God would guide 
them just as clearly to happy mar- 
riage, under His clear guiding. 

How definite was the request of 
Moses when he asked that the 


Elijah prayed for drought and got 
drought, prayed for rain and got 
rain, prayed for fire from Heaven 
and got fire from Heaven! And 
when Joshua asked for the sun to 
stand still, he told the sun exactly 
where to stop in the heaven and 


Israel, Sun, stand thou still wpon 
Gibeon; and thou, moon, in the 
valley of Ajalon” (Joshua 10:12). 

How blessedly definite were the 
prayers of the Bible characters 
who got things from God! 


In fact, the definiteness of some 
of these men of God, in their re- 
quests, become so bold as to seem 
to us almost arrogant. They seem- 
ed to command God, and God even 
seemed to delight to obey! They 
knew exactly what they wanted; 
they asked it, gave specific in- 


ket! God had given him such as- 
surance that he could announce to 
the king, “As the Lord God of 
Israel liveth, before whom I stand, 
there shall not be dew nor rain 
these years, but according to my 
word” (I Kings 17:1). 

This knowing exactly what you 
want, and asking it, demanding 
it, expecting it, and knowing that 
it is in the perfect will of God to 
give it, seems to be God’s will for 
Christians, for Isaiah 45:11 says:

it shows a sinful state of heart 
that must grieve God greatly. 

First, indefinite prayer is often 
a mere formality, and is insincere. 
Many people pray day after day 
for things that they do not really 
desire. But Mark 11:24 stipulates 
“what things soever you desire, 
when ye pray... .” How could 
God answer prayers that do not 
represent a sincere desire? 

Some people pray to be: heard 
of men. Think how many of our 
public prayers are indefinite, not 
asking anything of Go@, and not 
getting anything! For example, the 
secretary of a preacher in an LIl- 
linois city not long ago told how 
the minister who employed her had 


already written out his public pray-. 


ers for the next four months! So in 
not one of those prayers would the 
preacher be praying, “Heavenly 
Father, save my next-door neigh- 
bor who is here today.” In not one 
of those prayers would the pastor 
be praying, “Lord, heal Mrs. 
Smith, who was taken to the hos- 
pital this morning with acute ap- 
pendicitis.”’ In none of those pray- 
ers would the ‘pastor be praying, 
“Lord, help us to give $500 today 
to send this missionary to China.” 
No, such written prayers are likely 
to be mere formalities. We may 
say such prayers to please otners. 
Or we may say them out of sense 
of duty, feeling that there is some 
merit in praying, whether we ask 
for anything or get anything or 
not. Or we may pray such pray- 
ers simply as a matter of habit. 
Many Christians say the same 
words, day after day. 


“And this is the danger of a 
“prayer-list.”” The other day a wo- 
man said to me, “Haven't you 
been to our church before? Then 
you are on my prayer list and I 
pray for you every day.” But I 
had not been to the church be- 
fore; she was not familiar with 
the names on her prayer list, 
would run through them by rote. I 
have found it wise, when people 
ask me to pray for them, to stop 
just then and pray, if it is a mat- 
ter that I can conscientiously take 


to and make a request of 
Liners never promise to pray 
every © ly for anybody. I some- 


times say, “If God lays it on my 
heart and brings you to mind, 
Towill pray about it.” The prayer 
that is not sincere, the mere for- 
mal saying of prayers, surely is 
an abomination to God. And in- 
definite prayer is often just that, 
an insincere formality. 

Spurgeon, writing on I Samuel 
10-13—“‘She [Hannah]! .. . pray- 
ed unto the Lord, and wept sore 
. .. She spake in her heart’’—said: 

“For real business at the Mercy 
Seat give me a home-made pray- 
er, a psayer that comes out of the 
depths of my heart, not because 
I ‘invented it, but because God 
the Holy Ghost, put it there, and 
gave it such a living force that I 
could not help letting it out. 
Though such words are broken, 
and your sentences disconnected, 
if' your desires are earnest, if 
they are like coals of juniper, 
burning with a vehement flame, 
God will not mind how they find 
expression. If you have not words, 
perhaps you will pray better with- 
out them than with them. There 
aré prayers that break the backs 
of words; they are too heavy for 
any human language to carry.” 


Indefinite prayer usually reveals 
that there is no burden, no ur- 
gency in the heart> Very cheer- 
fully, a woman said to me some 
time ago, “Well, I have been pray- 
ing for my husband twenty-three 
years and he is not saved yet; 
but I am asking God to save him 
before he dies.” Her lightness of 
heart alarmed me and I felt led 
to say to her, “If you do not 
come to mean business and get to 
praying in earnest, your husband 
is likely to go to Hell!” If it is sin 
for a lost man to go on in sin 
without concern, expecting to be 
saved some time before he dies, 
then would it not be a sin for his 
wife to be content for him to go 
on in his sin and be saved just 
some time before he dies? 

At Paris, Texas, a Christian 
woman told me about her fine, 
sixteen-year-old son who was un- 
saved. “But I am sure he will be 
saved some of these days,” she 
said. When I urged her to bring 
him to the revival services and 
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make sure he was saved, she said 
she was not worried; he was such 
a good boy, and she knew that 
she could win him some of these 
days. But a few nights afterward 
as the sixteen-year-old boy rode 
home on his bicycle late one night, 
he was bitten by a black widow 
spider. A number had recently 
died from the bite of this poison- 
ous kind of spider. She called the 
doctor at once; and as soon as 
the boy was cared for she called 
me, at 11:00 at night, rushed 
across town in a car, told me 
weeping, “I'll never sleep until I 
know he’s saved. I have just waked 
up to see that he might die and 
go to Hell any moment!” With 
his distressed mother standing by 
his bedside pleading with him, the 
boy quickly was convicted of his 
sins and was soon led to trust 
Christ as Saviour. 


I say that where there is no 
definiteness in prayer, it is because 
there is no urgency, no real bur- 
den, no heart desire. So when we 
pray, God wants our fallow ground 
broken up (Jeremiah 4:3, Hosea 
10:12). How appropriate to our 
prayer life is that warning, ‘Woe 
to them that are at ease in Zion” 
(Amos 6:1), and again, “As soon 
as Zion travailed, she brought 
forth her children” (Isaiah 66:8). 
Indefinite prayer, is prayer with 
no burden. 

When a neighbor says, “Come 
over to see me sometime,’”’. I may 
answer, “Yes, I will, and you come 
to see me sometime, too.’”’ But, in 
fact both of us are only being 
polite. “Sometime” never comes. 
Recently a good man said to me, 
“Please don’t make any other 
plans for Sunday, as we want you 
for dinner at our house. We have 
a nice young chicken; and my wife 
will plan things so she need not 
stay away from church, so please 
come!’ And I knew they wanted 
me, since plans were so definite, 
and I did go; and how sweet was 
the fellowship! 


But one of the worst things 
wrong with indefinite praying is 
that it proves we have not found 
out the will of God, so we do 
not know exactly what we should 
pray for. When we pray about a 
sinner’s being saved, and say, “If 
it be thy will,” we are simply con- 
fessing that we have no will about 
the matter; and it may be we are 
confessing that we are not even 
familiar with the Scriptures, and 
do not know the tender heart of 
God and His concern over every 
poor lost soul. Of course we dare 
not pray very definitely and dog- 
matically, demanding that such 
things happen on a certain day, 
or in a certain way, unless we have. 
a clear leading that this is the will 
of God. How wicked it would be, 
how presumptuous to pray in 
such detail without having any 
idea as to whether or not it would 
please God, and fit in with His 
plans, and glorify His name! 

Of course we ourselves would 
not know, with our carnal minds, | 
but “likewise the Spirit also help- 
eth our infirmities: for we know 
not what we should pray for as 
we ought: but the Spirit itself 
maketh intercession for us with 
groanings which cannot be utter- 
ed. And He that searcheth the 
hearts knoweth what is the mind 
of the Spirit, because He maketh 
intercession for the saints accord- 
ing to the will of God” (Romans 
8:26, 27). This indicates that for- 
mal, indefinite, general praying 
is the result of not being led of 
the Holy Spirit. We do not know 
the mind of God. We have no as- 
surance that we are in His will. 
Very likely we have grieved the 
Holy Spirit by our sins, or we have 
quenched Him by ignoring His 
plan. | 

Nothing is clearer in the Bible 
than that men of God who got 
wonderful answers to prayer were 
led by the Spirit of God. They 
were definite in their praying be- 
cause they knew what to pray for. 
They knew what they wanted, and 
they knew that God was willing 
to give these definite things. 


Oh, my beloved readers, indefin- 
ite prayer must often prove our 
insincerity, our formality. It 
proves that there is no burden, 
no real heart desire, in our pray- 
ers. It proves that we have not 
found the will of God, have not 
made ourselves familiar with His 


plans by the Word of God and 
by the Holy Spirit’s leading. 


Ill. How to Be Definite 
in Prayer 
If you want to become definite, 
businesslike, efficient in prayer, 
God will help you. I suggest the 
following steps: 


1. Set out to weed out any 
objects of prayer about which you 
are not definite. If you have a 
long list of things for which you 
pray in a half-hearted way, without 
any real conviction, and about 
which you cannot ask God for 
some definite answer, with bold- 
ness, then confess to God that 
your praying is half-hearted, and 
formal, and to some degree insin- 
cere. Quit praying for things to 
be heard of men, or because you 
think it is your duty in a general 
rsense, or that people expect you 
to pray for these things. Set out 
to pray for things about which 
you have a genuine desire, and 
about which you ought to expect 
some definite answer. 


2. Next, set out to search the 
scriptures and find in them the 
will of God. If you are praying 
for, somebody to be saved, then 
prayerfully, earnestly search the 
Scriptures to find out the will of 
God, and how He feels toward the 
salvation of sinners. Meditate, for 
instance on Luke, chapter 15, the 
parables of the lost sheep, the 
lost coin, and the lost prodigal 
son, and come to see the passion 
of Christ for sinners. If your heart 
really becomes affected with the 
concern Christ has for sinners, 
then you can pray more definitely 
for their conversion. 


At Kingman, Kansas, I spoke 
one afternoon in a Bible Confer- 
ence for more than an hour on 
prayer, and urged people to be 
definite, to mean business when 
they prayed. I showed by many 
Seriptures why we may be bold in 
praying for the conversion of sin- 
ners. When the service was over a 
nurse came to me, a young woman 
who had been a Christian about a. 
year. With her face shining with 
a light from Heaven, she said, 
“So that is the way to pray, is 
Sid 

I answered, “Yes,.that is the 
way to pray!” 

“Well, then, tonight I am going 
to have my two brothers saved!” 
she said. “I have been praying for 
them now for a year, but I have 
been praying, ‘Lord, save my 
brothers before it is too late.’ Now 
I am going home and ask God to 
save them tonight!”™And off she 
marched home. 


I was troubled. I thought, “Is 
she risking my word, or is she 
really trusting God?” But she 
went home and spent the time in 
prayer, and that night had sweet 
assurance in her heart that God 
was going to save her twin broth- 
ers. 

That night an uncle came in 
fourteen miles and was wonder- 
fully converted. Then the nurse’s 
mother, seeing her own brother 
wonderfully saved, came to the 
front weeping and confessed she 
had been a backslider, she had not 
been concerned about her own 
children as she ought to be. Then 
I saw coming down out of the 
balcony two fine young men, 
seventeen years old, twins. The 
pastor was with them and they 
came openly to claim Christ. It 
may be that God had to get the 
uncle to wake up the mother, and 
that He needed to arouse the 
mother before He could reach the 
boys; but God did not deny the 
earnest, fervent prayer, the defin- 
ite request of that young nurse 
who asked God to save her broth- 
ers that very night, depending on 
the Word of God and its clear 
promises. 

I say that a study of the Word 
of God will help us to be definite 
in our prayers. As we meditate 
on God’s Word we will see how 
much He longs to give us and 
how freely He has offered to an- 
swer our. prayers. We can find 
what things are in His will and so 
be more bold in praying for defin- 
ite objects, at definite times. 

3. Next, it often takes some 
waiting on God before one is able 
to have in mind clearly what he 
ought to pray for, Let the Holy 
Spirit talk to you. Ask God to 
show you the things that are 
wrong in your life, to help you to 
judge and turn away from any 


sin that grieves God. Then ask 
the Holy Spirit to lead you clear- 
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ly into desiring the things that 
are right, and let Him lead you in 
praying. Any time you can pray a 
prayer that you™know is put in 
your heart by the Holy Spirit, 
then you can be bold in demand- 
ing an answer; and you will know 
you are asking according to the 
will of God and that you will re- 
ceive your request. Definite pray- 
ing does not mean that you try 
to make God come to your view- 
point. Rather, it means finding 
just what the Lord wants to give 
you, what He wants you to ask 
for, and then praying the prayer 
that the Holy Spirit lays on your 
heart. 


In 1931 I went for a series of re- 
vival services with the First Bap- 
tist Church of Peacock, a little 
town in west Texas. That mid- 
west . Texas town was in the 
clutches of a terrible drought. It 
had not rained for months. Crops 
were utterly ruined. Even nor- 
‘mally it was too dry to raise corn, 
but in that particular year even 
drought-resistant crops, as milo 
maize and cane, were blighted and 
their tops were all sere, brown 
and dead. Water holes were dried 
up. The pastures were in some 
places almost as barren as a floor. 
Frequently as one drove down the 
lane, he would smell dead cattle, 
starved to death. Some farms were 
deserted, and people had traveled 
far to get work and earn a little 
income to live on. 


As we went into the revival 
services, my heart got more and 
more burdened about the barren 
country. I felt that God wanted 
to show His power. So I prom- 
ised God that just as soon as the 
people began to be 
aroused and concerned over their 
sins and over their lost loved ones, 
I would call a meeting of con- 
fession and prayer begging God to 
send a rain, aS Well as a revival. 


God’s Holy Spirit took hold of 
the people; and they began to 
have broken hearts, to seek God 
and to want souls saved. I took 
courage and called a meeting for 
prayer, telling the people I felt 
definitely_led to pray for rain. I 
felt that the Holy Spirit had put 
the matter in my heart. Many 
agreed to pray with me. We pub- 
licly asked God to send a great 
rain and to send it within twenty- 
four hours. I announced to the 
public that we would expect a 
rain in twenty-four hours and that 
if it came after that time it would 
not be the one we were asking 
for and that we would not count 
our prayers answered. There was 
no evidence of any ‘kind in the 
heavens that we should expect a 
rain. The next day the sun beat 
down pitilessly on the barren land. 
At the morning service at 11:00 
o'clock that weekday, we again 
prayed for rain, and begged God 
to send it by the night service so 
that all could know that God an- 
swered definite prayers. I an- 
nounced that if the rain did not 
come within twenty-four hours, 
it would not be an answer to our 
prayers. God put it in my heart 
to pray that definite prayer, and 
I felt that He would hear it. After 
noon my wife set about to wash 
some clothes and sent our little 
girl, Grace, then five years old, to 
borrow a tub of a neighbor woman 
who had offered it. It was about 
2:00 o’clock; suddenly black clouds 
began to roll up swiftly from the 
southeast. In a few minutes there 
came a mighty wind. Mrs. Rice 
had to rescue the little girl and 
catch the wash tub, rolling across 
the prairie! The tabernacle where 
we had been meeting was blown 
off the blocks that supported it. 
Down town in the stores the scof- 
fers and the wicked had been say- 
ing, “Praying for rain may be all 
right in east Texas, but it won’t 
work in west Texas. That fool 
young preacher will see; there will 
not be a rain by tonight.” Sud- 
denly the plate glass windows of 
a store were blown in, and then 
there came a flood of rain. The 
scoffers were scattered. Then 
there was a great downpour over 
the town and for about five miles 
in each direction. What a rain it 
was! 

We had services that night in 
the Methodist church. People 
came, filled the seats, sat in the 
Windows, all the building would 
hold. But they did not come in 
their cars; the roads were deep in 
mud; and they came in farm 
wagons and buggies and on horse- 
back and wading with rubber 
boots. God sent the rain. And we 


had a right to be definite and 
‘bold about it because the Holy 
Spirit had put it in our hearts. 

Wait on God. Submit to the Holy 
Spirit. He knows how to pray dc- 
cording to the will of God, so let 
Him lead your praying. 

4. Another way to be definite is 
to go on record. I often feel a need 
when I pray to take pencil and 
paper and write out certain defin- 
ite requests and number them 
1, 2, 3, etc. Often I make confes- 
sions of sin the same way. As 
honestly and fairly as I can, I 
wait before God until He lays on 
my heart things that grieve Him, 
certain matters in which I have 
failed or sinned; and then I write 
them out plainly on a piece of 
paper. I keep that before me for 
a few days until I feel I have 
gotten the victory, and God knows 
and I know that I have honestly 
judged those sins. and tried to put 
them away and have confessed 
them to God. (But you may be 
sure I do not leave that list of 
confessed sins around where any- 
body else can see it!) 

And so often I write down def- 
inite requests. For example, in a 
little prayer notebook I occasion- 
ally jot down on the leff-hand page 
a prayer request and the date 
and the names of any who agree 
with me in that earnest request. 
On the right-hand page I leave a 
blank space for the day when 
the prayer is answered. And there 
I mark down the answer and the 
date \and praise the Lord. 

On December 11, 1937,.I wrote 
down the following: “For new 
book on soul-winning to be printed 
by Moody Colportage. Claimed by 
John R. Rice, Fairy Shappard, 
Eula Lee, Viola Walden, Lola Mae 
Bradshaw. (The four young 
women were working if” my of- 
fice.) Three years later, on Aug- 
ust 29, 1941, my little book, The 
Soul-Winner’s Fire, was printed as 
one of the Bible Institute Col- 
portage series. I know it helped 
me to be definite to write down 
that request, and it helped me to 
believe God. Now the record of 
definité answer fills my heart with 
joy and increases my faith. 


Often you will start out to pray 
for things and soon find that it 
is not the will of God. If the Holy 


then consider. Perhaps you are not 
praying according to God’s, will. 
So change your prayer as the 
Spirit leads. Do not keep an old 
prayer list and try to follow it 
when you have no sense that God 
is pleased with the prayers. 

Ofttimes, it is well to put your 
request in words to other people. 
Perhaps two of you can agree as 
touching a certain matter. If pos- 
sible, agree on exact dates, or 
numbers, or amounts. For ex- 
ample, a few weeks ago I was in 
revival services at the Berean 
Baptist Church, Grand Rapids. As 
the pastor and I prayed before the 
service Sunday morning I felt im- 
pressed to ask God for twenty- 
five souls to come out publicly to 
claim Christ that day and I prayed 
for that number definitely. At the 
morning service I think there 
were only two. In the afternoon 
service I told how God had an- 
swered many of my prayers, and 
there were one or two others who 
claimed the Saviour. When the 
pastor and I met together before 
the evening service, I reminded 
him of my prayer, and felt asham- 
ed that all the wonderful answers 
to prayer I had mentioned had 
been given years before. So defin- 
itely and earnestly I reminded God 
that I had been telling how He 
answered prayer and now I wanted 
Him to answer a definite prayer 
that day—to see that we got the 
rest of the twenty-five souls we 
had asked for in that evening ser- 
vice, 


The Lord wonderfully blessed 
in the service that night. An old 
man seventy-four years old who 
had come in twenty. miles. was 
saved. Many others were saved, 
coming with tears. A mother who 
had been a backslider thirty-five 
years, she said, came back to 
Christ; and th her came her 
adult daughter who came to ac- 
cept the Saviour for the first 
time. When the service was over, 
the pastor showed me the names 
of twenty-five people who had 
come out during the day, openly 
claiming Christ as Saviour or as 
backsliders who came again to 
take up their cross and live for 
God. He remembered two others

who had been saved whose names 
he did not have, but he had the 
names of twenty-five! I know it 
helped me when I told the pastor 


“that I expected twenty-five to 


answer the invitation that day. 
You can be definite, when the 
Holy Spirit lays tt on your heart, 
by setting goals or agreeing with 
others. 


Elsewhere I have told about a 
recent campaign for trial sub- 
scriptions to THE SWoRD OF THE 
Lorp. We asked God for 5,000 
trial subscriptions. We posted that 
number on the office wall, and 
every day in the office prayer 
meeting at 10:00 o’clock the work- 
ers prayed for 5,000 trial sub- 
scriptions in that brief campaign. 
I announced in THE Sworp or 
THE Lorp that we hoped for that 
number. We set a definite time for 
the campaign to close. My secre- 
tary felt led to give trial sub- 
scriptions to thirty friends. When 
what.we thought was the final 
mail came, we found her thirty 
made exactly 5,000 trial subscrip- 
tions! But one of the workers 
thought she had helped God too 
much, and they prayed again. The 
next day mail from stragglers 
came in, to make 5,030 subscrip- 


tions, that is, exactly 5,000 without 
the thirty subscriptions she had 
given! Not one less, and not one 
more than exactly thé 5,000 we 
had agreed upon openly and had 
prayed for definitely! - 

Later other subscriptions came 
in, but it seemed that God was 
patiently showing us, just as He 
showed Gideon, that it was His 
delight to answer definite prayer, 
For Gideon He first made the 
fleecéwet and all about it dry. 
And then when Gideon prayed 
again, He made the fleece dry 
and all about it wet. And for us 
God gave exactly 5,000 subscrip- 
tions including the secretary’s 


special gift of thirty. Then when: 


that was questioned, God made it 
exactly 5,000 without the thirty 
specials. And then later, when 
every doubt was settled and all of 
us knew that God had exactly 
and definitely answered prayer to 
the letter, He sent other subscrip- 
tions, as if to say He had more 
yet if we would but ask! 


Beloved readers, let us be defin- 
ite in our praying and give God 
a chance to show His mighty pow- 
er and willingness to answer. Ask 
God definite things; expect defin- 
ite answers.

separate times He used similar 
words to His disciples. 

As He came down from the 
Mount of Transfiguration with 
Peter and James and John, He 
“charged them that they should 
tell no man what things they had 
seen, till the Son of man were risen 
from the dead.” And the record 
adds, “And they kept that saying 
with themselves, questioning one 
with another what the rising from 
the dead should mean.” 


Again we read of certain of the 
unbelieving Jews who were seek- 
ing a sign from Christ. He said 
that no sign should be given them 
except the sign of the prophet 


_ Jonah. Was not that a sign of the 


resurrection? It may be that the 
captain of the vessel from which 
Jonah was thrown overboard, re- 
ported, when he went on shore, 
what had happened. The news had 
reached Nineveh that a man had 
been sent to that city with a mes- 
sage from the God of the Hebrews; 
that he had run away from his God 
and had been cast into the sea; 
that those on board the ship had 
seen him swallowed by a great 
fish. The very next thing they 
knew about it was that they saw 
the same man preaching in their 
streets that they must all repent 
or perish. How the city must have 
been stirred at the thought that 
God had sent them a message, and 
that the messenger had perished 
because he tried to escape the 
duty! Astonishment must have giv- 
en way to fear when the man 
actually appeared in their midst. 
That was death and resurrection; 
and that was the sign that Christ 
gave to the unbelieving Jews. 


Christ claimed the power of res- 
urrection for Himself: ‘Therefore 
doth my Father love me, because 
I lay down my life, that I might 
take it again. No man taketh it 
from me, but I lay it down of 
myself. I have power to lay it 
down, and I have power to take 
it again.’ And also over others: 
“Verily, verily,’—-which means, 
“Truly, truly” — “I say unto you, 
The hour is coming, and now is, 
when the dead shall hear the 
voice of the Son of God: and 
they that hear shall live .... Mar- 
vel not at this: for the hour is 
coming, in the which all that are in 
the graves shall hear his voice, 
and shall come forth; they that 
have done good, unto the resur- 
rection of life, and they that have 
done evil, unto the resurrection of 
damnation.” He is the Prince of 
Life. 


There have been other reformers 
and leaders who have made claims 


beyond the average. A man was 


once conversing with a Brahmin 
priest, and he. asked: 


.“Could vou say, I am the Resur- 
rection and the Life?” 
“Yes,” replied the priest, “I could 
say that.” 
“But could you make anyone be- 
lieve it?” 
Christ proved His superiority 


right there. His character and His 
actions were back of His words. 
He exhibited his divine power to 
silence His enemies. Once when 
they brought a paralytic to Jesus, 
He said to the man: ‘‘Man, thy sins 
are forgiven thee.”’ 


The scribes and Pharisees stand- 
ing near began to reason within 
themselves: “Who is this. that 
speaketh blasphemies? Who can 
forgive sins but God alone?” 


Jesus perceived their thoughts, 
and gave a visible test and proof 
of His divine power, and said to 
the paralytic—‘Arise, take up thy 
couch, and go into thine house.” 
His words were with power. 

It has always been a mystery 
to me that every disciple of Jesus 
Christ who was anywhere near 
Jerusalem, was not at the sepul- 
chre on the morning of the third 
day after the crucifixion. Over 
and over again He told them that 
He would arise. One of the last 
things He said to them, as they 
were on their way to the Mount 
of Olives, was—‘‘After that I am 
risen, I will go before you into 
Galilee.” But there is not one 
solitary passage that tells us that 
they had any expectation of His 
resurrection. 


It seems as if His enemies had 
better memories than His friends. 
When His body was laid away in 
the tomb, the Jews went to Pilate, 
and wanted him to make it secure; 
because, they said, “We remem- 
ber that that deceiver said, while 
he was yet alive, After three days 
I will rise again.” Pilate gave 
instructions to make the tomb se- 
cure—to roll a stone to the door 
of the sepulchre, to put the Roman 
seal upon it, and set a guard of 
soldiers to watch it. The Jews 
thought the disciples might come 
and steal away the body, and 
palm off a lie upon the world by 
saying that He had risen from the 
grave, so that the last state of 
the matter would be worse than 
the first. Earth and Hell did all 
they could to keep the Lord in 
the sepulchre. 


Eleven Recorded Appearances 


We find it recorded that Christ 
appeared to His disciples on eleven 
different occasions after He arose 
from the dead. Luke says that, 
He “shewed himself alive after 
his passion by many infallible 
proofs, being seen of them forty 
days, and speaking of the things 
pertaining to the kingdom of God”: 
and Peter told Cornelius that God 
raised Him up the third day and 
“shewed him openly: not to all 
the people, but unto witnesses 
chosen before God, even to us, 
who did eat and drink with him 
after he rose from the dead.” I 
think it will be a good thing for 
us to look a little into this subject, 
and see when, and how, and to 
whom, He appeared. 

We are told that very early in 
the morning, as the light was 
creeping over the face of the earth, 
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driving back the darkness of the 
night, a few women were going 
towards the sepulchre, It had been 
one of the darkest nights that 
the world had ever seen. A few 
days before the hopes of the dis- 
ciples had been buried in the 
sepulchre. Now the glorious morn- 
ing was about to dawn. In the 
grey light of the morning, as these 
women drew near to the tomb 
where the body of their Lord had 
been laid, one said to another: 


“Who shall roll us away the 
stone?” 


What wonderful faith they must 
have had, if they thought they 
were going to get by the Roman 
guard, in order to reach the body 
of Jesus! Their love for Him was 
so strong that they reckoned not 
the obstacles that were in the way. 
They were bringing with them 
spices with which to embalm His 
body. 

As they came near, they saw 
to their joyful surprise that the 
stone was already rolled away! An 
angel from Heaven had come down 
faster than the morning light, and 
had rolled back the stone that 
blocked the entrance to the tomb. 
The Roman guard began to trem- 
ble at the sight, “and became as 
dead men.” They soon found out 
who had possession of the sepul- 
chre. Those hands that were cold 
and lifeless on the Friday night, 
now suddenly grew warm, and 
burst the bonds of death. Nothing 
is known of the manner of the 
resurrection, but, it was accom- 
panied by an earthquake. The Sav- 
iour had opened the tomb, and 
come out’ of the grave even be- 
fore the stone was rolled away. 
The angel had not come down 
really to let Christ out of the 
grave; he came to roll away the 
stone that the disciples might look 
in and see that the tomb was 
empty. There on that. glorious 
morning, as the sun was creeping 
up over those Palestine hills, it 
threw its light into an empty 
sepulchre! Now that Christ has 
risen from the dead, He has clear- 
ed a way from the very bottom of 
the grave right up to the throne 
of God, He has left the door of 
every cell open. 


When the women had recovered 
from their surprise, you can see 
them stooping down and looking 
into the sepulchre. Some of them 
started back to Jerusalem at once, 
and began to spread the tidings 
that the Lord had risen. Mary 
Magdalene still lingered there. She 
could not yet realize the truth; 
and she thought some one had come 
and stolen away the body of her 
Lord. While she stood there weep- 
ing, a person spoke to her, whom 
she supposed to be the gardener. 


“Woman, why weepest thou?” 


She said, “Sir, if thou hast borne 
him hence, tell me where thou hast 
laid him, and I will take him 
away.” 

Then it was that Jesus spake 
to her in the old familiar voice 
she had heard so often during the 
three years He had been at work 
in Palestine. 

“Mary!” 

She knew Him by His voice; 
and as she looked and saw those 
pierced hands and feet, she would 
have embraced Him. But Jesus 
said, ‘““Touch me not; for. I am not 
yet ascended to my Father: but 
go to my brethren, and say unto 
them, I ascend unto my Father, 
and your Father; and to my God, 
and your God.” 

Well might He appear first to 
a woman, for it must be -noticed 
that not one woman mentioned 
in the New Testament ever lifted 
her voice against the Son of God. 
Last at the cross, first at the tomb. 

This was the first time He had 
ever called His disciples ‘‘breth- 
ren.” Now He is on resurrection 
ground, and they had been linked 
together at the cross. 

This was our Lord’s first ap- 
pearance on that first Sabbath 
morning. 

Mary took back the tidings to 
the city as Christ had commanded 
her, While she was gone, others 
came to the sepulchre and He 
said to them, “All hail.” As nearly 
as I can discover, this was His 
second appearance. 

That same day He met Peter. 
He had sent a special message to 
the erring disciple, “Go tell my 
disciples, and Peter.” 

I can imagine when the message 
came to him how his heart throb- 
bed. 

“Did He mention my name?” 

“Yes, He said: Go tell my disci- 
ples, and Peter.” 
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If He had not mentioned Peter's | Him. If we want Christ to enter 


name, he might have said: 


“He | our homes, let us give Him a warm 


has not called for me, I denied | invitation; let us constrain Him to 


Him, and have lost my high posi- 
tion. I am no longer a disciple.” 

I am so thankful that the Lord 
remembered poor,  backsliding 
Peter. He sent this message; and 
Peter must have quickly found out 
the Master, for we read in one 
place that the disciples said, ‘“The 
Lord is risen indeed, and hath ap- 
peared to Simon.” 

What took place at that inter- 
view we are not told. The Holy 
Ghost has not recorded it, but I 
imagine that Peter confessed his 
sin and sorrow, washed His fee+ 
with tears of repentance, and was 
fully and freely forgiven. 

This was the third appearance 
of our Lord on that first Sabbath 
morning. 

That afternoon two of the fol- 
lowers of Christ started from Jeru- 
salem for Emmaus, about eight 
miles distant. 

The rumor had gone through the 
city that Christ had risen, but 
these two did not believe it. As 
they walked on, weary and sad, 
a Stranger drew near, and enter- 
ed into conversation with them. 
He wanted to know why the com- 
munications they were having with 
each other were so sad. Then one 
of them told what thing had hap- 
pened, and how they had hoped 
that the mighty Prophet who had 
been crucified was He that would 
have redeemed Israel from the 
Roman yoke. 
rumor that He had risen from the 
dead; but they did not believe it. 

Then, we are told, their strange 
Companion began to open up to 
them the Scriptures. He began a- 
way back with Moses. The very 
fact that He quoted from the 
books of Moses is a pretty good 
proof, I think, that they were of 
Divine origin. Then He went on 
to show them from the Psalms 
and Prophets the things concern- 
ing Himself. 

I have often thought I should 
like to have been there to have 
heard Him expound the Scriptures. 
The Gospels preserve for us many 
of His references to the Old Testa- 
ment, but what bliss it must have 
been to hear from His own lips 
the promises to Eve and Abraham, 
the meaning of the brazen serpent 
and the paschal lamb, an exposi- 
tion of the twenty-second Psalm 
and the fifty-third chapter of 
Isaiah. 


As He talked with them, and 
opened up to them the ancient 
Scriptures, their hearts burned 
within them. Of course that set 
their hearts all on fire. If we get 
into close communion with the 
risen Christ, He will always cause 
our hearts to glow within us. 


As they drew near the little 
town whither they were going, 
they invited the Stranger to go 
in and tarry with them. We are 
told that they constrained Him. I 
believe He would have passed right 
on if they had not constrained

come, 


When the meal was prepared, 
they invited the Visitor to ask a 
blessing. Then he raised His pierced 
hand and spoke with the old 
familiar voice. At once their eyes 
were opened, and they knew Him; 
but He vanished out of their sight. 
They rose up there and then, and 
returned to Jerusalem—they were 
so eager to tell their friends that 
the Lord had really risen from the 
dead. When they got to Jerusalem 
they found the disciples gathered 
together in a little room, and told 
them what had happened. The 
doors and windows were fastened 
for fear of the Jews, 


As they were relating their ex- 
periences, who should appear in 
their midst but Christ Himself! 
He said to them: “Peace be unto 
you.” He showed them the wounds 
in His hands and His feet, and told 
them to handle Him, that they 
might be sure it was not simply 
a vision they saw. “A spirit hath 
not flesh and bones as ye see me 
have.” It was the same body that

Joseph of Arimathea and Nicode- 
mus had laid in the sepulchre, rais- 
ed up again and standing in their 
midst. To complete the proof, He 
ate before them “a piece of a 
broiled fish and of a honeycomb.” 


Ten of the apostles were there; 
two were missing. Judas had “gone 
to his own place,” and Thomas 
was absent. 

I can imagine that next morning 
John is walking down one of the 
busy thoroughfares of the city, 
when he meets Thomas, 

‘‘Thomas!” he says, “the Lord has 
risen,” 


“Indeed!” 

“He appeared to us last night. 
I am sorry you were not at the 
meeting. You lost an interview 
with Him.” 

“You do not really think His 
body is out of the grave, do you?” 

“Oh yes, it was His identical 
body—the very body He used to 
move around in Palestine with.” 

“T cannot believe that. I have 
believed a good many things dur- 
ing the three years I have associ- 
ated with Him; but I cannot be- 
lieve He is risen from the dead.” 

“Why, you don’t think He would 
have deceived us?” 

“Well no; but the fact is you 
have lost so much sleep during 
these past three nights, you have 
worked yourself up to such a pitch 
of feeling, that you are not quite 
responsible. You think you saw 
Him; but it was only His spirit. 
Probably it was a vision.” 

‘It was no vision at all. He ate 
in our presence, and we saw the 
marks of the wounds in His hands 
and feet. Surely you do not think 
we can all be deceived!” 

“Yes, I believe you must be de- 
ceived. I cannot believe it was 
really He, unless I see the wounds, 
and touch them with my own 
hands.” 

Thomas goes along the street a 
little further, and then he meets 
Simon Peter. His face is radiant 
and beaming with joy, and he Says: 

“Thomas, have you heard the 
news?” 

“What news?” 


eae That Christ has risen.” 
HAM senreg I have just seen John back 


there, and he told me; but I do 


_ not believe a word of it.” 


“Why,” says Peter, “I saw Him 
yesterday alone. I had an inter- 
view with Him, and He frankly 
forgave me for denying Him. It 
is really true that He is risen. 

“Well, I will not believe it un- 
less I see it.” ‘ 

He goes on a little further, when 
he meets Mary Magdalene, her 
face lit up with the very light of 
Heaven. She tells Thomas how the 
Lord appeared first to her early 


~on the Sabbath morning; and again. 


how He had come into their midst 
in the evening of the day, and 
shown them the wounds in His 
hands and feet. “Yes, it is quite 
true, Thomas; He has risen.” 


“T have just met Peter and John, 
and they both told me the same 
thing; but I cannot believe it un- 
less I thrust my hand into His 
side.” 

Poor doubting Thomas! I never 
in my life saw a happy Christian 
who had doubts about the resur- 
rection. Show me any one who 
does not believe that Christ has 
risen, and that the bodies of be- 
lievers are to rise also, and I 
will show you a man who has very 
little comfort in his religion. 

Five times on that first Sabbath 
our Lord appeared to different 
persons. 

I often think that Thomas was 
the most unhappy man in Jeru- 
salem during the week that fol- 
lowed. It would have been far 
more reasonable for him to have 
believed those who saw Jesus. But 
unbelief is the most unreasonable 
thing in the world. 

Next Sabbath Thomas was at 
the meeting with the rest of the 
disciples. Again there stood in the 
midst the Lord of Glory. (This is 
the sixth time that He appeared 
after His resurrection.) He fixed 
His gaze on Thomas, and said: 


“Thomas, reach hither thy fin- 
ger, and behold my hands; and 
reach hither thy hand and trust 
it into my side: and be not faith- 
less, but believing.” 

Thomas cried out, “My Lord and 
my God!” His unbelief had fled, 
and he is first to confess the divi- 
nity of the risen Jesus. — 

The next time He appeared was 


when the disciples went out fish- 
ing. There were Peter, James, 
John, Nathanael, and Thomas, and 
two others. They had been fishing 
all night and caught nothing. “But 
when the morning was now 
come, Jesus stood on the shore: 
but the disciples knew not 
that is was Jesus. Then Jesus 
saith unto them, Children, have 
ye any meat? They answered 
Him, No. And He said = unto 
them, Cast the net on the right 
side of the ship, and ye shall find. 
They cast therefore, and now they 
were not able to draw it for the 
multitude of fishes.” When they 
reached the shore, they had break- 
fast with Him. What a meal that 
was! How could they have been 
deceived about its being His real 
identical body! 

His next appearance was to over 
five hundred brethren in one of 
the mountains of Galilee. If we 
can believe history at all, we ought 
to believe this testimony that 
Christ was seen of five hundred 
men on one occasion. Twenty-five 
years afterwards, when Paul was 
preaching at Corinth, he said that 
the greater part of those five hun- 
dred were then _ alive. 

Matthew tells us that Jesus also 
appeared to the eleven by appoint- 
ment in a mountain in Galilee. 

We gather from Paul’s letter to 
the Corinthians that Christ ap- 
peared also to James; but what 
took place we are not told. 

Then His eleventh and last ap- 


pearing (except when He appeared 


to Paul “as one born out of due 
time’) was to His disciples when 
He led them out of the city, down 
through the Eastern gate and the 
valley of Jehosaphat, over the 
brook Kedron, past that. gar- 
den where He had sweat great 
drops of blood, past Cal- 
vary and the brow of the hill, 
as far as Bethany. As He drew 
near the little town, it may be 
near a cluster of olive trees, He 
took His last farewell of them. He 
was now going to leave them, and 
they were to see Him no more 
until they saw Him in another 
world—until they sat down with 
Him in His Kingdom. Ere He went 
He gave His parting commission: 
“Go ye into all the world, and 
preach the Gospel to every crea- 
ture,” 

While He is giving them this 
message, all at once the disciples 
notice that His feet do not touch 
the ground. He begins to ascend; 
and as He goes up, He is in the 
attitude of blessing them. Nine 
times in the sermon on the mount 
He uttered blessings upon them; 
and now as He goes away He be- 
gins to bless them again. As those 
pierced and wounded hands are 
raised in blessing, He rises higher 
and higher, and at last His voice 
dies away in the air. A cloud comes 
down—it may be the old Shekinah 
of the desert—and receives Him 
out of their sight. As He enters 
the cloud, He can see them stand- 
ing there, gazing up in hopes that 
they may catch one more glimpse 
of their ascending Lord. But He 
stays not until He enters the 
portals of His heavenly home, and 
takes His seat upon the throne 
of the Father. A little while after, 
we read that Stephen saw Him 
standing’ at the right hand of God. 


Christmas Evans says that one 
of the greatest events in the his- 
tory of the world was that God 
went up from Eden, and left the 
curse upon the earth. But when 
Christ went up from Olivet He 
lifted and took away the curse 
that had been left on the earth. 
I am so thankful we have a risen, 
living Saviour. We do not preach 
a dead Saviour. 


Later Testimony of the 
Apostles 

Let us now examine. the testi- 
mony of the apostles and dis- 
ciples. It is important to notice the 
prominence given by them to the 
act of the resurrection. They did 
not delay their testimony, nor was 
there any uncertainty in their 
vords. No sooner had they gather- 
ed together after the ascension 
than Peter brought forward a pro- 
position to fill up the place among 
the twelve vacated by Judas: 
“Wherefore of these men which 
have companied with us all the 
time that the Lord Jesus went 
in and out among us, beginning 
from the baptism of John, unto 


that same day that he was taken 
from us, must one be ordained to 
be a witness with us’—of what? 
of His wonderful words and 
works? of the exhibitions of His 
divine power? of His death? No: 
“ordained to be a witness with us 
of His resurrection” 


On the day of Pentecost, within 
sight of the empty tomb, Peter 
said: “This Jesus hath God raised 
up, whereof we are witnesses.” 
A few days later, after healing 
the man at the gate of the temple, 
he claimed that “by the name of 
Jesus Christ of Nazareth, whom ye 
crucified, whom God raised from 
the dead,” the man had been 


‘made whole. Again and again we 


find the statement repeated. The 
preaching of the apostles seems to 
have centred in the resurrection. 


And the indirect testimony we 
may draw from the subsequent 
conduct of those early disciples is 
no less convincing. ‘They were 
plunged in hopelessness and des- 
pair by the defeat which seemed 
to have overtaken them. “Hope in 
God,” says one, “had received a 
shock which it seemed impossible 
to survive. The malignant joy of 
the evil was like the grief of the 
good—jubilant and excessive. The 
bigoted Pharisee, the licentious 
Sadducee, and the worldly Herodi- 
an congratulated each other on 
Friday’s achievement. No more re- 
buke by Jesus, no more exposure 
of avarice’’—the hated leader of 
the new sect had been hunted 
down. 


But see the change that they 
now showed. Men who had met be- 
hind closed doors on the Sabbath 
of the resurrection, now boldly ac- 
cused the Jews of murder. “A few 
weeks converted into heroes and 
orators the ignorant and aimless 
fisherman of Galilee. From the 
dim, cold caverns of Jewish sect- 
arianism, they suddenly issued on 
the world the most original re- 
formers, the most expansive’ phil- 
anthropists, the most fervent evan- 
gelists the world has ever seen.” 

God confined their testimony 
by giving them supernatural pow- 
ers. “They went forth and 
preached everywhere, the Lord 
working with them, and confirm- 
ing the word with signs following.” 
Many signs and wonders were per- 
formed by them. 


“Christ Never Really Died” 


Many theories have been ad- 
vanced to explain away the resur- 
rection of Christ. Those who seek 
for a natural explanation of every 
miracle recorded in Scripture, 
claim that Christ never really 
died at all; that He fell into an 
unconscious state which was mis- 
taken for death; and that later 
He recovered and was rescued by 
His friends. 


A surface examination of Scrip- 
ture suffices to brush away this 
objection. The writers of the four 
gospels give different accounts of 
the death and resurrection of 
Christ, as would naturally be ex- 
pected of four men writing inde- 
pendently of each other; but they 
agree in saying that Jesus gave up 
the ghost. 

Think of the tremendous physi- 
cal and mental strain of the night 
preceding the crucifixion — the 
agony in the garden—the arrest 
—the hurrying back and forth for 
the five trials to which He was 
subjected—the scourging by the 
Roman soldiers—the mocking in 
the Praetorium—the crown of 
thorns; then His sinking from 
sheer exhaustion under the weight 
of the cross, and the crucifixion. 
Ask yourself if the wonder is not 
rather that Jesus survived so long 
as He did. But it does not end 
here, for when the Jews came to 
Pilate and asked that the legs 
of the three men should be broken 
so that death would be hastened 
and the bodies removed before the 
Sabbath, the soldiers, seeing that 
Jesus was “dead already, brake 
not His legs: howbeit, one of the 
soldiers with a spear pierced His 
side, and straightway there came 
out blood and water.” 

Later that evening, when Joseph 
of Arimathea went to Pilate and 
asked for the body of Jesus, Pilate 
summoned the centurion who had 
charge of the crucifixion, and did 
not give permission for the re- 
moval of the body until he was 
satisfied that Jesus was dead, and 
officially affirmed it. 

If further evidence is needed, 
we have only to remember the 
embalming, when linen bandages 
and about one hundred pounds 
weight of spices were used; and 


the laying away in the tomb— 
either of which was enough to 
suffocate our Lord if He had sur- 
vived the awful agony and horrors 
of the cross. 


And it must aiso be remembered 
that with all their malice the 
Jews never once put forward this 
theory. They invented other stor- 
ies, but they never claimed that 
Christ never died at all! Our Lord 
Himself asserted it more than fifty 
years afterwards: “I am he that 
liveth, and was dead, and behold, 
I am alive for evermore.” 


“A Miracle’ 


“But,” say others, “the thing is 
impossible. We don’t believe in 
miracles, and this. would be the 
greatest miracle of all, if it were 
true.” 


The objection touches on a wid- 
er question, the discussion of 
which would fill a book in itself, 
True, the resurrection of Jesus 
is one of the greatest miracles 
of all, filled with weighty conse- 
quences. But the difficulty of be- 
lieving in miracles must go down 
before the well-established fact of 
the resurrection. It is not enough 
to pooh-pooh the testimony adduc- 
ed, and say that miracles are im- 
possible because they: are never 
seen nowadays. If Washington 
came to life again, he could hardly 
believe his eyes; but no amount 
of unbelief could do away with 
the facts he would see—steam and 
electrical appliances, and the mul- 
titude of inventions of recent 
years. There are savages on the 
earth today who would worship 
you as a god if they saw you 
obtain fire by striking a match. 
Herodotus writes of some daring 
sailors who crept along the coast 
of Africa beyond the lmits usu- 
ally visited at the time. They re- 
turned home with the story that 
they had reached a country where 
their shadows at mid-day fell to- 
wards the south. Their report was 
received with scorn and incredul- 
ity by the inhabitants of the Medi- 
terranean coasts, because their on- 
ly experience was that a man’s 
shadow pointed toward the north, 
and they did not conceive the 
other possible.-But it was never- 
theless true: and so with miracles. 
Want of experience is no valid 
argument against them, and has 
no weight with a believer in God 
Almighty. We believe that He who 
created the universe out of nothing 
can reach down His finger and 
make any change He wills in the 
course of nature. 


It has been said that the real 
miracle was that Christ should 
have died at all. Death had no 
claim on Him. Adam died because 
he sinned; but sin had no part 
in His nature. Peter says: “Whom 
God raised up, having loosed the 
pains of death: because it was not 
possible that’ He sould be holden 
of e.” 


“The Body Stolen’ 


The story circulated by the Jews 
at the time was that the body had 
been stolen. “Some of the watch 
came into the city, and showed 
unto the chief priests all the things 
that were done. And when they 
were assembled with the elders, 
and had taken counsel, they gave 
large money unto the soldiers, 
saying, Say ye, his disciples came 
by night, and stole him away 
while we slept. And if this comes 
to the governor's ears, we will 
persuade him and secure you. 
So they took the money, and did as 
they were taught: and this saying 
is commonly reported among the 
Jews until this day.” 


Such a thing was impossible. 
The sepulchre was guarded by 
Roman soldiers, who were fore- 
warned to be extra careful. The 
stone door was closed with the 
Roman seal. The Jews could not 
have done better service to Chris- 
tianity than they did by taking 
these precautions. 

Do you tell me that every true 
disciple of Christ would not have 
been exterminated if it could have 
been proven that His body was 
stolen? that the Roman seal had 
been broken? Should we not have 
heard more of the robbery if it had 
been a fact? Think of the stir it 
makes nowadays when the grave 
of any prominent person is robbed. 
There were hosts of bitter enemies 
around, who would have seized 
on this as a pretext for putting the 
diseiples to death. If a single dis- 
ciple had been seen lurking near 
the sepulchre, he would probably 


have been killed immediately by 
the soldiers.

If the soldiers slept how did they 
know the body had been stolen? 

What could have been the mo- 
tive of the disciples? Had they 
believed that He would rise, there 
was no need to steal the body. 
If they did not look for His reap- 
pearing, is it conceivable that they 
would run such risk to carry out 
a fraud? Why arouse the anger 
of the fanatical Jews for the sake 
of a dead body? Do you tell me 
that some of those five hundred 
men whom Paul asserted to be 
witnesses of the resurrection 
would not have turned state’s evi- 
dence during the twenty-five years 
that elapsed, rather -thanhave 
suffered contempt and poverty, 
persecution and martyrdom, for 
confessing their faith in the doc- 
trine? These are strange motives 
for their persisting in their course. 


No: they had almost all seen 
and talked with their risen Master, 
and nobody and nothing could beat 
it out of them. Their character, 
their subsequent conduct, the very 
unlikelihood of the story itself, 
are enough to convince any honest 
inquirer that fraud of this kind 
was impossible. There must have 
been many who repeated the story 
without believing it. Indeed, the 
Jews based their persecution not 
on the accusation of fraud but on 
the fact that they “preached 
Jesus the resurrection 
from the dead.” 


““A Hallucination” 


It is no more credible that the 
disciples were under a hallucina- 
tion. A hallucination has been de- 
fined as “the presentation of ob- 
jects which have no reality, or of 
sensations which have no external 
cause, arising from disorder of the 
nervous system,’ as in delirium 
tremens, for instance. Now one 
person often imagines a thing that 
has no reality, but we never find 
several agreeing as to details. The 


gan at a certain time foretold by 
Himself, and ended after forty 
days. It was not a single appear- 
ance, and then silence forever. Our 
risen Lord was seen of many; 
men as Well as women; in ways 
that appealed to their different 
senses. He was seen and handled; 
His voice was heard—His very 
words recorded. In the history of 
hallucinations nothing so definite 
and extensive has ever been al- 
leged. 


Consider the character of the 
disciples, and this assertion will 
appear more unhkely, They were 
not dreamers. We know the oc- 
cupation of most of the apostles, 
and we can judge them from their 
writings. They were not ‘in an at- 
titude of expectation. They 
brought spices to the tomb to 
anoint the body. Even after they 
had seen the empty tomb, the 
truth did not occur to them: they

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said— “They have taken away 
the Lord, and we know not where 
they have laid him,’’ Mary Magda- 
lene was not believed when she 
brought the news to the disciples. 
Two of their number started for 
home, having given up all hope 
of ever seeing Jesus. When He ap- 
peared in their midst, they were 
terrified and affrighted, and sup- 
posed that they beheld a spirit, 
From beginning to end of the 
Scripture record, we find nothing 
but doubt and unbelief. Convic- 
tion was produced in direct op- 
position to their- previous beliefs 
and temporal interests. It cost 
most. of them their lives. Some one 
has said—‘“Faith in mere visions 
and phantoms may produce visions 
and phantoms, but not such a 
phenomenon as the Christian 
church, the greatest fact and the 
mightiest institution in the history 
of the world.” 


“A Myth, a Tradition, 
an Exaggeration” 


soe -And the charge that the whole 


story is a myth, a tradition, or 


‘an exaggeration, can also be easily 


met. The beginnings of nations 
are shrouded in darkness, where 
fact cannot be separated from fic-

tion. But the fact asserted here 
oeeccurred when the Jewish nation 
was mature—fifteen hundred years 
after Moses had organized them 
into a nation, with fixed laws and 
institutions. We do not find that 
the story was exaggerated by gen- 
eration after generation. It did not 
grow as the years passed ‘away. 
It was put in writing within 
twenty-five years after the event 
happened. There was no disagree- 
ment regarding it among the early 
disciples until Greek converts at 
Corinth imported Greek sentiment 
regarding the resurrection into 
their creed, only to draw from 
Paul the invincible logic of the 
Epistle to the Corinthians. 


We are sometimes inclined to 
envy those early disciples. We 
think that if we saw Him and 
touched Him and heard him speak 
peace to our souls, all our doubts 
and questionings would disappear 
forever. Our blessed Master fore- 
saw our difficulties, and looking 
down the centuries He said to 
doubting Thomas—‘‘Thomas, be- 
cause thou hast seen, thou hast 
believed. Blessed are they that 
have not seen, and yet have be- 
lieved.”

He is risen from the dead, and 
has ascended into Heaven, and 
in such a day and hour as we know 
not He will return. God help us to 
be faithful until He calls us.

ed.” Carey’s theme was, “Expect 
great things FROM God; attempt 
great things FOR God!” The mis- 
sionary fires and enthusiasm kin- 
died by Carey continued until 
about 1900 and then began dying 
again. 

In the past few years the church 
of Jesus Christ has been making 
rapid strides to break off the 
lethargy in which it has drifted 
and is again proclaiming the bless- 
ed Gospel to the four corners of 
the earth. We are a long way 
from being a New Testament pat- 
tern, however. Pastors and church- 
es have failed to keep the mission- 
ary question continually before the 
eyes, in the ears, and on the minds 
of their congregations. Every 
church, every pastor, and every 
member should be missionary con- 
scious. ; 

For a church not to be mis- 
sionary-minded disobeys at least 
four definite commands of God 
our Saviour which come to my 
mind as I write. First, it is defi- 
ance to the command in the above 
quoted John 4:35, “Look on the 
fields’! The individual who can- 


|}not see the need of foreign mis- 


sions is an individual who simply 
refuses to look. 

Second, it is disobedience to 
the command of the Saviour in 
Luke 10:2, “Pray ye therefore 
the Lord of the harvest.’’ We are 
to pray for more labourers to 
give their lives to the Lord Jesus 
Christ in full-time service. Pray 
for young people to give up time, 
money, homes, pleasures, loved 
ones, lives, yes, their very all, to 
go to foreign shores for Him! 
Pray for God’s people to give their 
money. Pray for churches to be re- 
newed with missionary zeal. Pray 
for missionaries already on the 
field: they constantly face death, 
danger, hardships, discourage- 
ments, and disappointments a 
thousandfold. Pray also for souls 
to be saved, for many precious 
heathen to be washed in the blood 
of the Lamb. 


Third, fulfill the command of 
the Saviour in Romans 10:9-15, 
which can best be summed up in 
the word, “SEND.” How shall they 
hear without a preacher? And 
how shall they preach except they 
be sent? This is the responsibility 
of the church. Every church should 
be a recruiting station for mission- 
aries, and not to do so is to fail 
in its proper function before God. 


Fourth, I think of the mission- 
ary command in Mark 16: 15, “Go 
ye into all the world, and preach 
the gospel to every creature.” 
These four words—look, pray, 
send, go—ought to be the watch- 
words of every true, Bible-believ- 
ing church. Perhaps a good ques- 
tion to you would be: Are you 
obeying the commands of missions 
to the fullest extent of your God- 
given ability? One day we will 
give an account to Him concerning 
our responsibility in the matter 
of missions. 


I have before me reports from 
several leading, evangelical mis- 
sionary agencies who are carrying 
the Gospel to the four corners of 
the earth. We thought readers of 
THE SworD OF THE LorD might 
like to share in some of the bless- 
ings reported by these mission- 
ary groups. 


The Evangelical Alliance Mission 


The Evangelical Alliance Mis- 
sion (TEAM) with headquarters 
at 2839 West McLean Avenue, 
Chicago 47, Illinois, has 675 mis- 
sionaries on the field. They report 
that over half of their mission- 
aries are in the Orient. In Japan, 
the enrolment has greatly in- 
creased in the Alliance Bible Insti- 
tute this year and TEAM’s Word 
of Life Press during 1954 published 
many thousands of copies of trans- 
lated books and millions of tracts. 
Dr. John R. Rice’s books and 
tracts are widely circulated and 
many have come to know Christ 
through reading them. Formosa is 
wide open to the Gospel and a 
most fruitful year has been record- 
ed. Sunday Schools are sometimes 
filled an hour before starting time. 
In Korea a large orphan work has 
been started to help care for the 


| 


trance into India, but in Duteh 
New Guinea, a new station has 
been established in a section in 
the interior where many of the 
people have never seen a white 
person before. Although the na- 
tives are primitive according to 
our standards of culture, they have 
been receptive to the Gospel, with 
many making professions of sal- 
vation. Twenty-five new mission- 
aries have gone to TEAM’s South- 
ern Rhodesia field in the last two 
years. A great increase in con- 
versions is reported there. 
Several new churches have been 
established in Colombia, South 
America, during 1954. Persecution 
there seems to have helped and not 
hindered the advancing growth of 
the church. In Venezuela, there 
is a report of an unusually fruitful 
evangelistic, radio, Bible institute, 
and literature ministry. A con- 
verted ex-nun, Dona Carmen de 
Torres, has been helping reach the 
Roman Catholics there in Vene- 
zuela this past year. TEAM has 
also placed its first missionary 
couple this year in Uruguay. 


The aim of each TEAM mission- 
ary on each field is to win souls. 
Some accomplish this goal through 
personal or mass evangelism, 
others through the printed page, 
radio, or an educational or medi- 
cal ministry. New converts are im- 
mediately instructed in the im- 
portance of telling their own 
people what Christ has done for 
them. 


World-Wide Faith Missions 

World-wide Faith Missions is a 
ministry of the large Highland 
Park Baptist Church in Chattano- 
oga, Tennessee. This great soul- 
winning church pastored by Dr. 
Lee Roberson founded World-Wide 
Faith Missions about ten years 
ago. In this program. alone, the 
church helps support 124 mission- 
aries on the foreign field. Some are 
completely supported and_others 
receive partial support for this 
work. This mission program does 
not include the money which is 
given to the Southern Baptist Co- 
operative Missions Program. 


The church now gives over 
$100,000 a year to foreign mis- 
sions. This does not include money 
given for the local rescue mission 
and Camp Joy or any other local 
work. 

A number of the students in 
Tennessee Temple Schools, also a 
work of the Highland Park Bap- 
tist Church, plan to go to the for- 
eign field. Many of them will be 
going under the World-Wide 
Faith Missions Board. Dr. Lee 
Roberson reports that by the 
end of the summer they will be 
sending out at least 25 additional 
missionaries to the field. Four 
candidates are now in New York 
City at the Sudan Interior Mis- 
sion preparing to go. 

World-Wide Faith Missions has 
missionaries in Africa, Alaska, 
Canada, Central America, India, 
Mexico, the Philippines, Pakistan, 
South America and the West In- 
dies. In addition, they have 15 
missionaries on the home mission 
field. 


Thank God for Dr. Roberson and 
for a church with such a mission- 
ary vision!

The Association of Baptists for 
World Evangelism has headquar- 
ters at 1505 Race Street, Phila- 
delphia 2, Pennsylvania. During 
1954 they appointed 36 new mis- 
sionaries. Since January, 1954, 
they have had 41 missionaries sail 
to their fields of labor, 19 of whom 
were returning after furlough, and 
22 of whom were going out for 
the first time. The entire Associa- 
tion of Baptists for World Evan- 
gelism missionary family pres- 
ently numbers 193 and there are 
10 new candidates in the Spring 
Candidate class who will undoubt- 
edly be appointed this month. 


President Harold T. Commons 
declared that he was confident 
the past year had been the best 
financially in the mission’s 27 years 
of existence. with income over 
the half-million dollar mark. They 
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just. recently bought a sizeable 
property in Santiago, Chile, and 
at present are engaged in building 
a Bible School compound with two 
missionary residences and the 
necessary Bible School buildings. 

The principle emphasis in all 
their fields is evangelism. They 
have 12 or 15 tents in continual 
operation in evangelistic cam- 
paigns on their various fields, to- 
gether with 3 portable tabernacles. 
The Association has at least 225 
organized indigenous churches on 
their 7 fields. 

The Association also stresses, in 
addition to the evangelistic .em- 
phasis, the training of a national 
ministry, and their objective is to 
establish at least one Bible School 
on every field. They already have 
Bible Sehools in Brazil, Peru, 
Chile, and two in the Philippines, 


ing seminary. Plans are under 
way to establish another school in 
Japan and a second one in Brazil. 
They also have a printing plant 
in Manila, and hope to establish 
ene this coming year in Brazil. 

Dr. Commons said, ‘‘We are 
greatly encouraged over the pro- 
¢ress being made in all our fields, 
end for the prospects and oppor- 
tunities ahead. .. The tragedy of 
fundamental missions is not that 
ave do not have enough volunteers, 
but that we have more volunteers 
than funds with which to send 
them.” 


Ceylon and India General Mission | 


During the past year this mis- 
sion extended its ministry into 
West Pakistan and made investi- 
gations with regard to entering 
Fast Pakistan. The phase of their 
work that showed the most re- 
markable progress last year was 
in the North India field in the 
Khalilabad District of the United 
Provinces. For years there had 
been no response to the Gospel on 
that field, but now a movement 
has begun in several villages where 
the Hindus are definitely listening 
to the gospel message. About 100 
have been saved thus far. A steady 
stream of baptisms was reported 
also on the South India _ field. 

Hubert Reynhout, Director of 
the Mission, writes that they need 
very badly 15 new young mis- 
sionaries, including a_ doctor, 
nurses and a journalist. There is 
@ very urgent:‘need also for finances 
to carry on and enlarge the work. 

Director Reynhout writes, “Our 
work is largely straight-forward 
preaching of the Gospel and the 
winning of souls is emphasized.” 


Orient Crusades 


The Orient Crusades, P. O. Box 
45, Los Angeles 53, California, 
reports the greatest year in the 
history of their mission. Follow- 
ing a program of out-and-out soul 
Winning, their country evangelism 
ministry carried the Gospel of 
Jesus Christ into nearly 2,000 vil- 
lages. Their Bible Correspondence 
program saw an average of 3,200 a 
qionth get started in the system- 
etic study of the Scriptures. There 
were 41 evangelistic and mission 
campaigns conducted on Formosa 
in connection with national 
churches. 

In addition to their spoken min- 
istry, Orient Crusades is endeav- 
oring to place good, gospel litera- 
ture into the hands of the Orien- 
tal. Readers of THE SworbD OF THE 
Lorp have helped with three print- 
ings of the editor’s tract, “What 
Ilust I Do to Be Saved?” which 
has been spread throughout the 
Island of Formosa with thousands 
reading it and many finding Christ 
through its message. 

This month Rev. David Morken 
is scheduled to begin large city- 
wide campaigns from Korea to 
Indonesia after the pattern of the 
Billy Graham meetings in Ameri- 
ca. The first meetings wiil be in 
Formosa primarily for the up- 
building and strengthening of the 
body of Christ. 

Director Dick Hillis wants the 
readers of THE Sworp to know 
that their first and foremost need 
is for people to pray. Second, he 
feels a great need for money to 
print good evangelical, inspira- 
tional literature. The communists 
have far surpassed the Christians 
in the Orient relative to literature 
propaganda. Brother Hillis is con-

How often mis- 
sionaries are handicapped on the 
field and forbidden to launch out 
with soul-winning programs be- 
cause there is no money! Pray for 
physical, spiritual, mental and 
moral strength for the missionar- 
ies and directors. Pray for re- 
vival among the churches and out- 
Stations on these foreign fields. 
Pray for protection from the mul- 
tiplied assaults of Satan upon the 
faithful missionaries and native 
Christians. Pray that others will 
become burdened to pray. 

Second, many of you can give 
financial aid in either large or 
small amounts. The missionary 
groups reported in this article are 
trustworthy, sound, Bible-believ- 
ing, faith missions worthy of your 
support. Many other’ mission 
groups deserve the same prayer 
support and financial support as 
these we have reported. Just sim- 
ply do what you feel God would 
have you do!

ROCKEFELLER GIVES 20 MIL- 
LION FOR THEOLOGICAL 
EDUCATION 


New York (R N S) — John D. 
Rockefeller, Jr., has given $20,000,- 
000 in securities to strengthen and 
develop Protestant theological edu- 
cation in the United States. The 
gift is believed to be the largest 
single grant ever made for reli- 
gious purposes. 

It was presented to the Sealanic 
Fund, a corporation which Mr. 
Rockefeller set up here in 1938 to 
administer some of the gifts in 
his general philanthropic program. 

In December, 1953, Mr. Rocke- 
feller made a gift of $1,000,000 in 
securities toward revitalizing Har- 
vard University’s Divinity School. 

In recent years he has also made 
substantial grants to such schools 
as Union Theological Seminary, 
and Yale Divinity School, in New 
Haven, Conn. 

Not a penny of this is going to 
help the cause of Christ. All of it 
will be used to aid institutions 
which are notorious for their op- 
position to the Gospel. 

According to Ernest Gordon, of 
the “Sunday School Times,” Rock- 
efeller money has gone to the re- 
building of the Romanist cathe- 
dral at Rheims, to the traitorous 
Institute for Pacific Relations, and 
even to the Kinsey Report’s pub- 
lication, in addition to the modern- 
istic institutions already cited. 


In Germany, during the year 
1953, 50 Roman Catholic priests 
left the church of their ordina- 
tion—the greatest defection in any 
year since the time of Martin Lu- 
ther. = 

At a Protestant convention held 
in Bensheim last October all 50 
priests were enthusiastically re- 
ceived as they expressed their 
sincere desire to evangelize the 
homeland and free their country 
men from the darkness of Roman- 
ism by preaching salvation through 
the merits of-Christ.
